To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  I 
have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1961  together  with  the 
Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 

In  doing  so,  I  have  followed  the  same  pattern  as  in  previous  years,  as  I 
believe  it  enables  readers  to  ascertain  the.  figures  more  readily  and  compare 
them  with  those  of  the  previous  year. 

The  population  of  the  area  for  1961  is  returned,  at  8,840,  which  figure  is 
the  same  as  that  for  I960,  ...... 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  occurring  in  the  area  totalled 
139,  which  is  an  increase  of  20  (i960  =119). 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  totalled  1  -  the 
figure  for  I960  =  if. 

Neoplasm  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  caused  5  deaths  -  1956  =  3j [  1957  =  3; 
1958  =  3;  1959  =  3;  I960  =  4.  This  shows  a  slightly  steady  increase  in  the 
past  6  years, 

•> 

Coronary  diseases  and  angina  caused  14  deaths.  This  is  a  reduction  of  3 
on  the  figure  for  I960. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year,  which  is  a 
cause  of  satisfaction  and  shows  that  a  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been 
maintained. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  and?  notifiable  diseases  increased  from 
4  to  284  -  of  this  latter  figure,  282  were  due  to  measles  and  2  were  cases  of 
dysentery. 

No  new  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year.  Three  private  develope 
are  engaged  in  building  housing  estates  in  the  town.  The  number  of  owners 
applying  for  grants  >  for •  improvements  to  older  type  houses  was  only  16  during 
1961  -  a  disappointing  number. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  general  overall  view,  .1  think  that  the 
health  standard  of  the  area  is  satisfactory, 

I  v/ould  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  help  and  co-operation  which  I  received  from  them  during  the 
year.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


Samples  of  the  effluent  discharged  from  the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  have 
been  taken  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  Trent  River  Board  on  a 
monthly  basis  and  sill  but  one  have  complied  with  the  standard  suggested  by 
the  Royal  Commission.

During  1961  there  were  173  rainless  days. 

Increasing  flows  of  sewage  received  at  the  Wes tb ridge  Park  Pumping 
Station,  due  to  extensive  housing  development  at  Walton  and  extensions  to 
some  factories,  have  caused  overloading  at  both  the  Punping  Station  and 
Pi  re  hill  Sewage  Works. 

Investigations  as  to  the  extension  of  the  Pumping  Station  and  Pirehill 
7/orks  have  been  oarried  out  and  the  details  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  in  principle  before 
the  detailed  scheme  is  prepared. 

2.  Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 

3.  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  now  9  houses  with  pail  closets  and  33  houses  with  septic 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 

4c  Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year.  83  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects. 

12  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

9  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 

New  supplies  during  1961  -  144  private  dwellings  were  connected  to 
the  mains.

Water  Supply  (Continued) 

During  the  year  a  number  of  complaints  of  discoloration  and  unpleasant 
taste  of  the  supply  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board.  The  Board’s  Engineer  states  that  the  causes  will  be 
resolved  when  the  new  main  connecting  the  Swynnerton  supply  with  Stone  is 
brought  into  use, 

5*  Refuse  Collection, 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained  with 
some  difficulty  during  the  year  by  the  two  Karrier  vehicles  and  occasional 
use  of  additional  vehicles. 

The  difficulties  arose  by  reason  of  increased  housing  development,  an 
increase  in  bulk  of  refuse  and  lack  of  suitable  labour  for  collection  duties. 


During  the  year  the  Council  placed  an  order  for  the  supply  of  a  new 
Dennis  Paxit  II,-  18/24  cu.  yd,.,  vehicle  to  be  delivered  in  April,  1962. 

With  the  increase  in  refuse  yield  and  longer  hauls  to.  tipping  sites,  it  is 
felt  that  the  use  of  compacting  bulk  collection  vehicles  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a  satisfactory  service. 

The  second  pit  at  Cold  Norton  is  expected  to  be  filled  by  June,  1962. 

The  problem  of  finding  long  term  tipping  sites  remains  and  is  causing  some 
anxiety.  At  present  negotiations  are  taking  place  for  the  use  of  seven  small 
pits  at  Little  Stoke  and  two  sites  at  the  former  R. O.P.  site  at  Swynnerton, 

Both  sites,  situated  in  the  Stone  Rural  District  area,  would  involve 
longer  hauls,  but  the  latter  site  would  provide  tipping  space  for 
approximately  10-15  years. 

Salvage . 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated  and  salvaged  but 
metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

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9.  Overcrowding  and  Rehousing. 

All  occupants  of  houses  in  the  five  year  slum  clearance  programme 
1 956-1 960  had  already.heep  rehoused  prior  to  I960.  Two  council  tenants 
were  rehoused  in  larger  houses  to  relieve  overcrowding.  21  council  houses 
became  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were  re- allocated  mainly  under  the 
points  G.Tsle:1, 

Houses  placed  in  the  first  year  of  the  15  year  programme  -  1961-1975 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

10.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

One  area  of  land  was  again  used  without  consent  for  the  parking  of 
caravans.  The  site  is  being  dealt  with  under  the  new  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel  by  a 
Stone  Company.  A  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the  Trent  and 

Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer. 

1 1 .  Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises. 

Visits  were  made  to  5  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instructions 
and  advice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing. 

12.  Rodent  Control. 


Two  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  town. 
Regular  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  and  other  surface  installations  has 
been  carried  out.

15.  Smoke  Abatement. 

Continued  co-operation  by  local  firms  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 
At  one  factory  the  conversion  of  coed  fired  to  gas  fired  kilns  has 
continued  and  it  is  expected  that  the  change  over  v/ill  be  completed  by 
June  1963. 

It  is  noted  that  an  increasing  number  of  householders  are  having 
smokeless  central  heating  systems  installed  or  the  provision  of  gas  or 
electric  fires. 

16.  Shops  Act  0 

Regular  visits  to  shops  in  the  area  have  been  maintained. 

10  inspections  of  shops  in  respect  of  health  and  comfort  provisions 
were  made.  A  separate  Shops  Act  Report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council. 

1 7 •  Inspection  and  Supervi sion  of  Food  Premises 0 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses*  -11  animals  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after 
•slaughter. 

The  meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butchers'  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.  Some  meat  is  also 
supplied  to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area. 

The  five  remaining  butchers*  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies  from 
outside  the  district. 

The  Council !s  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture.  Fisheries  and  Food  in  December,  I960, 

Discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  owners  of  all  slaughterhouses 
as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  1958  and  Regulations. 

It  is  expected  that  the  owners  will  submit  schemes  for  improvement  of 
their  premises.

Tuberculosis  „ 

Only  138  lbs.  of  offal  was  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  meat  and  offals  affected  with 
tuberculosis  has  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  cattle  the 
reduction  since  1959  has  been  from  5.1%  to  e  2%  and  in  the  case  of  pigs 
from  20 1  %  to  1 

There  has  also  been  a  reduction  in  general  diseased  conditions  other 
than  tuberculosis  in  cattle  but  a  slight  increase  in  respect  of  sheep  and 
pigs0 

All  condemned  meat  and  offals  surrendered  from  the  three, 
slaughterhouses  have  been  removed  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  the  new 
Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  I960,

All  the  premises  in  the  district  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream,  8 
samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  grade  1, 

These  results  are  highly  satisfactory  as  all  samples  were  up  to 
standard. 

19.  Milk. 

During  the  year  the  County  Authority  have  taken  the  following  samples 
in  this  area  :-

All  the  18  samples  tested  for  Tuberculosis  proved  negative  and  27 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory  but  9  samples 
failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

20.  Inspection  of  Food  Handling  Premises. 

Frequent  routine  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises,  with 
particular  regard  to  food  hygiene.  8  notices  were  served  to  implement 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  all  work  required  was 
satisfactorily  carried  out.  More  shops  have  installed  frozen  food 
cabinets  (display  etc.)  and  in  general  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene  is 
observed.
